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THE MAGNETIC STORM 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH ‘TIMES. 

Sim,—The magnetic storm of the 24th of 
this month was remarkable for its severity. 
All radio, cable and telephone connections 
between Europe and America were cut off by 

. This ‘remarkable phenomenon is caused, 
in the general scientific belief, by a more or 
less remarkable group of sun spots, Connec- 
yen isa parently evident between sun spots, 

Aurora ealis and magnetic storms; for it 
is strange, if there was no connection, that 
the 24th of this month was filled with- sun 
spots, magnetic and Aurora activity. 

The spots themselves present a remarkable 
picture, with power as low as 100x. They 
are situated ' March) about Woe E, of 
4 the centre of the sun’s disc, and consist of 
five large spots, surrounded by about 20 small 
ones. About 500,000 miles to the north-west 
there are three smaller spots, and there are 

a few spots to the south- west and south-east 
of the main group. The main group is about 
10° N. of the Equator. About forty spots 
are visible in all, 

At 2 p.m. G.M.T. on the 25th there was 
& large penumbra surrounding three of the 
spots in the main group. It was about 35,000 
miles long and 30,000 wide.
